PLEA FOR GUNMEN 


DENIED BY GLYNN 


Five Rabbis Seek Stay of Exe- 
cution for Rosenthal 
Slayers in Vain. 


GOVERNOR SHEDS TEARS. 


Albany, N. T., April 8.—An impassioned 
and dramatic appeal, made by five Jewish 
rabbis of New York for a stay of the execu- 
tion of the four gunmen who were convicted 
of kllumt Herman Rosenthal, was denied by 
Gov. Glynn late today. The convicted men 
row must die in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing next Monday. 

The plea, which was made in the executive 
chamber, was based on the possibility of new 
evidence developing in the second trial of for- 
mer Police Lieut. Becker. It so completely 
unnerved the executive that he had to retire 
to hig private office for a time before he could 
continue his duties. The plea is made that 
Becker has won another chance for life and 
that the four murderers should have the same 
chance. 

“That was the most difficult experience 
of my lite,“ he said later. 

The rabbis are all officers or members of 
the Union af Orthodox Jewish Congregations 
of America. Each one was permitted to 
make his plea. The governor, meanwhile, 
stood nervously twitching his watch chain. 
Il face was drawn and white, his lips quiv- 
ered and tears were in his eyes. 


Holds It Question of Justice. 

“Tf it were my heart alone that was con- 
sidering this case, he said. you know what 
I would do. I have spent many sleepless 
nights because I realized that I alone stood 
between these boys and their death. But 1 
have made up my mind. 

“it was a choice between sentiment and 
justice and I had to side with justice. I would 
have given every cent I poseess not to have 
hed to pass upon this cane finally. But it was 
my duty and I have performed that duty as 
I saw it.” 

Rabbi Jacob Goldstein, a chaplain of the 
Tombs and of Sing Sing, asserted that the 
threé Jewish boys had told him in all solem- 
nity that Frank Cirofici was not there at the 
time of the shooting.” 

“The recorda show,“ Mr. Goldsteig said,

GUN MAN OF OLD LEVEE HUNTED 


James Franche, castoff son of a respecta- 
ble family, whose name in the underworld 
wherein he chose to live was changed to 
Duffy the Goat,“ is wanted for the murder 
of a man in the notorious red light café of 
Roy Jones, 2037 South Wabash avenue. 

The victim is known as a man from Cali- 
fornia.” He was big, hearty, and well 
dressed. No one had seen him in the district 
until he appeared with a woman and “ The 
Goat at about 8:30 last night. 

The man made the mistake of telling “ The 
Goat that women had a right to vote. The 
Goat.“ who kept a gun men's resort known as 
The Goat club,“ shot the man from Cali- 
fornia’ through the heart. He and the 
woman made a getaway.“ The powers that 
control the district succeeded in keeping the 
news of the tragedy quiet for several hours. 


“Trying to Cover Up.” 

At 10 o’clock a man telephoned Tue TRIB- 
UNE. 

“They are trying to cover up the murder 
out at Roy Jones., he said. “ Better get 
busy.“ 

Two reporters were hurried to the place. 
They found the saloo. half filled, the café 
partiy filled, cabaret singers shouting “ This 
Is the Life,” and the roome on the second 
floor of the plece occupied, , 

A waiter was asked about the shooting.” 

1 don't know anything about any shoot: 
lng.“ he said, and went og. * 

A reporter hunted up Jo 

“No shooting in this place, de _ said. 
„Maybe you mean that automobile holdup 
on State street.“ 

Reporters scurried out among the nearby 
cab stands. They pieced together a story that 
shortly two men aria woman had entered 
the place, sat dow. at a table, and ordered 
drinks. After a while there was a quarrel. 
One man drew a revolver and fired. This 
man and the woman fied. The man who 
was shot was carried away.“ 


Jones Gives Is Version. 

This story was taken back to Jones. 

“Well,” he said, there were four men 
and two women in here. They had a drink 
and went out. Afterward one of our waiters 
came in and told me a man had been found 
hurt down the street. I told them to bring 
him in here. He was taken upstairs until 
an ambulance arrived and then taken to 
some hospital.“ 

„What hospital?” 

“JT don’t know.“ 

By telephoning it was learned that a police 
ambulance had taken a man to Wesley hos- 
pital. At the door Dr. R. W. Carter of 2200 
State street had looked at the man and said, 
„ He wants a morgue, not a hospital.” 


Police Ambulance Traced. 

The police ambulance was traced to the 
Western Casket and Undertaking company's 
establishment at 47 East Twenty-second 
street. The undertaker sald the police had 
left a man there, taken away everything 
contained in his pockets, and left word that 
no reporter was to be adffittted. 

Then the reporters went back to Jones and 
told him if he persisted in denying the mur- 
der he would have to go ovor and look at the 
body. After long conferefices with police- 
men Jones gave a version of the affair, which 
is about as follows: j 

“Two men and a good looking young 
woman drove up in a taxi at about 8:30 
o’elock in the evening. They took a seat in 
the café on the firat floor. They were waited 
on by Alden Brown, a waiter here, living 
at 318 Bast Forty-third street. They ordered 
two rounds of creme de menthe and water. 

“One of the men was recognised as a 
former habitué of the district. H ix 
James Franche. His brother is a rich man, 
the president of a varnish company. Jamcs 
is a black sheep. 


Known as “Duffy” or “The Goat.” 

„In the district he was known as Jimmie 
Duffy, or ‘The Goat.“ He had a gut man's 
hangout over the saloon of ‘Dago Frank 
Lewis that was known as The Goat's club.’ 

“He hasn't been seen in the district for 
a long time. The other man was the victim. 
He was a powerful fellow, 6 feet tall, good 
looking, with black hair and eyes. He wore 
a gray suit and good shoes. The woman 
nobody knew. She didn't look like the kind 
that hangs out here regularly. 

„After they had been in here about halt 
an hour they started an argument over wom- 
an's suffrage. The Goat insisted woman's 
place was the home. The stranger took the 
other side of the argument. They got upand 
went out, still arguing. Suddenly the wom- 
an came rushing into the bar, screaming, 
‘The Goat got Woodsy.’ 


Dying Man Was on Street.

SEYFERLICH DEAD; 
FIRE DUTY FATAL 


Chief of Chicago Department 
Succumbs to Cold Con- 
tracted Ten Days 
Ago at Blaze. 


IDOL OF FLAME CHASERS. 


Took His Lantern to All 4-11 
Alarms; Thirty-seven Years 
a Fireman; Succeeded 
James Horan. 


Charles F. Seyferlich, fire marshal of Chi- 
cago, died in his home at 489 Wrightwood 
avenue at 10:40 o'clock last night. He had 
been ill ten days. A slight cold, which he 
caught at a fire, developed into pneumonia. 

Physicians held a consultation in the morn- 
ingand decided that in his weakened physical 
condition Old Sy was beyond help. His 
wife and family, and his brother, Arthur. as- 
sistant fire marshal, were notified. 

His family was at the deathbed. The fire 
chief was conscious until] a few moments of 
the end and spoke to persons in the room, 
giving them advice, telling them not to cry. 

Mr. Seyferlich knew he was dying and was 
not afraid to go When his brother came into 
the sickroom half an hour before the end, he 
lookeds@, with @ wan smile and said a few 
words. 

Arthur Seyferlich turned away. The wite 
and children crowded around the bed. Dr. 
Henry Harman, the family physician, stood 
| watching. The dying man kissed them ail 
and his eyes closed. The doctor felt his pulse 
untl it ceaged to beat. 


One of Most Picturesque Chiefs. 

“ Oid Sy was one of the most picturesque 
fire fighters Chicago has known. He stood 
well over six feet in his fire boots and white 
waterproof. Fire fans could pick out his 
framé among a hundred men. 

“Sy” and his lantern went to all the big 
fires in any part of the city. It made no 
difference whether they struck in on a hot 
summer day or on a bitter winter night. He 
went to every fire, however small, in the 
downtown district. 

He was never still when at a fire. He 
walked around and around the burning 
building shouting to his men, ordering, di- 
' Pecting—swearing at them sometimes in 
the excitemefit of the moment when the 
blaze would not die down, climbing fire es- 
capes, ascending stairways, and, above all, 
‘protecting his men from the danger of falling 
: ö there you loons you could 
hear his voice carry above the roar of the 
flames, the pumping of the engines, and the 
swieh of the water against the buildings— 
“Get back there. Don't you see that wall 
tremble ? | 


Fire First; Then the News. 
Reporters could talk to him, plead with 
him, upbraid him, in their quest for news. 
He would never answer until the fire was 
well under control. Then he would gather 
the newspaper men around him, and with 
his broad smile tell them all about it, what 
he thought had started the fire, where it had 
started, the damage, the men overcome by 
smoke, and any other details that he knew. 
Wonder how long the old man can stick 
it out? the fire fans would say when they 
saw his grizzled face. He's as strong asa 
bull, but this fire game will wear him out. 
At his time of life no man can keep it up, 
day and night, winter and summer.” 


Seyferlich Born in 1850. 

Charles Ferdinand Seyferiich was born at 
Beethoven and Sedgwick streets on Sept. 29, 
1850. He entered the fire department on Aug. 
18, 1877. He was made a lieutenant in June 
of 1881, and resigned in December of the 
following year- He waz reappointed on 
April 1, 1883, reappointed lieutenant Aug. 4, 
1883, made captain May 1, 1887, made chief 
of the Fifth battalion seven years later. On 
Oct. 22, 1904, he became third assistant mar- 
shal. He was appointed second assistant 
May 18, 1908, and first assistant July 1, 1606. 

Then came the tragic death of James Ho- 
ran and twenty-four of his men beneath the 
ruins of the packing plant of Morris & Co. 
in the stockyards. 

Seyferlich took charge of the search for the 
bodies. He found Horan’s helmet and tore 
the debris from the dead chief's body. At 
the next council meeting “ Big Tom O’Con- 
nor was given the post of first assistant. 
Seyferlich had refused to be marshal in 1005, 
but he was made to take it after the death of 
Horan. 


Saved Many Lives. 

During his thirty-seven years on the fire 
department Seyferlich received honorable 
mention many times for the saving of life. 

In 1895 a fire engine ran him down, smash- 
ing his ribs and sending him to the hogpita] 
for several months. 

The fire marsha] made many efforts to pre- 
vent fires, and it was his ideas, outlined to 
the mayor, which caused the bureau of fire 
prevention to come into being. 

The dead chief is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Anna J., and six children, Estelle N., 
Bdgar P., Herbert C., Frank W., Bilen D., 
and Walter M. Seyferlich. Arrangements 
have not yet been made for the funeral.

Witness Identifies Edward Bar- 
rett as the Man Who 
Shot Conductor. 


In the trial of Edward and Charles Bar- 
rett, brothers, and Charles Friedman, 
charged with the murder of Conductor Frank, 


Witt, policemen yesterday testified Wie. was’ 


killed during a riot. Sergeant Halligan, one 
of the firat witnesses for the defense, teatified 
in Judge McKinley’s court that he fired five 
shots into the car after Witt fell to the street, 
wounded in the abdomen. 

Attorney Healy, for the defense, attempted 
te prove by his questions on cross examina- 
tion that Witt was kilicd while the defend- 
ants were protecting themselves from an at- 
tack. 

Frank Witt was killed on June 15, 1912, in 
front of the office of the Daily World. He 
was a conductor in charge of a car going 
north on Fifth avenue. The Barrett brothers 
and Charles Fricdman were passengers on 
the car. It was brought out in the testimony 
that, the office of the Daily World was the 
headquarters for those participating in 
the newspaper strike. 


Says Crowd Gathered About Car. 

Sergeant Halligan said forty or fifty men 
who had deen standing in or near the build- 
ing ran to the street and crowded about the 
car upon which the defendants were passen- 
gers. The Barrett brothers were employcd 
in the circulation department of a newspaper 
against which a strike had been deolared. 

Assistant State's Attorney O'Brien was 
attempting to show that one of the three de- 
fendants drew a revolver and pressed it 
against the motorman and told him to make 
the car go ahead.“ He also maintaincd that 
one of the defendants leaned out from the 
front vestibule and fired at the conductor 
who hed alighted. 

Sergeant David Fiynn testified he took 
Friedman into custody and sald Friedman's 
revolver had not been discharged. 


Identifies Edward Barrett. 

Henry Grosskurth, 2130 West Jackson bou- 
levard, a baker, principal witness for the 
prosecution, identificd Edward Barrett as 
the man who shot Witt. Grosskurth said he 
boarded the car a block south of Washing- 
ton street, and when the trouble started 
he got off and ran to the sidewalk. He de- 
clared he saw a crowd surround the car and 
heard yelling.

Two Army Officers Captured 
When They Land to Re- 
pair Their Motor.

British Sergeant Falls 1, 200

RABAT, Morocco, April 8.—Capt. Herve, a 
French military aviator and a lieutenant 
he was carrying as a passenger, were 
hacked to death today by insurgent Moors 
after the two men had éscaped uninjured 
from an aeroplane accident in the desert. 

The two officers were engaged in a recon- 
noitering flight near Zenmour, when their 
motor became disabled while they were high 
in the air.

I am greatly gratified by the indications 
that on party issues in the elections yeater- 
day the middle west proclaimed its support 
of President Wilson,”’ Representative Fits 
Henry of Ulinole said. There is no doubt 
that the middle west is strongly opposed to 
the toll exemption subsidy and is upholding 
the hands of the president in demanding the 
repeal legislation.” 

It the opponents of repeal of the toll ex- 
emption clause,” Representative Britten, Re- 
publican of Chicago, said, “ have been de- 
feated in the elections in Illinois and other 
parts of the middle west, the resuk bears

Martin J. Wade, national committeeman 
from Iowa, today said the central west is 
solidly behind the president in his fight to 
repeal the free tolls section of the Panama 
canal act.

AUNDY THURSDAY will be observed 
by the courts of Austria. Spain, Ba- 
varia, and England with a conesidera- 
die amount of old time pomp and 
ceremony, while the kaiser and the 

other monarchs and members of the reign- 


tng houses who belong to the German. Dutch, 


and Scandinavian churches of the Protestant 
denomination inveriably make a point of re- 
ceiving communion on this Thursday before 
Easier. 

At Vienna the aged emperor, assisted by the 
archdukes and the leading ecclesiastical and 
secular dignMaries of Austria-Hungary, will 
go through, at the Hofburg, the ceremony of 
washing and kissing the feet of twelve poor 
men. who will be sent back at the close of the 
ceremonies to their homes in imperial court 
carriages, laden with gifts of ODES. of cloth- 
ing, and of food. 

At Madrid the ceremony will be performed 
with an eyual amount of medieval etiquette 
by Alfonso XIII. and Queen Ena. the latter 
washing and kissing the feet of twelve old 
women, and her husband the feet of tweive 
old men. 

King Louls of Bavaria will go through 
KMentically the same ceremony as those at 
Vienne and Madrid, while the cardinal vicar 
of Rome haa, since the confinement of the 
pope at the vatican, been delegaied by him 
to fulfill the ceremony of feet washing in his 
place. 

— 

At the court of St. James the actual cere 
mony of feet washing by the sovereign has 
been abandoned aince the reign of James II.. 
who was the last British monarch to per- 
form it. 

After that the feet washing was delegated 
to the lord high almoner, and we are informed 
that on April 15, 1741, being Maundy Thurs- 
day, the archbishop of York, as lord hign 
slmoner of the king, performed the annual 
ceremony of washing the feet of twelve old 
men in the royal chapel of St. James. after 
which there were distributed gifts of money, 
clothes nieat, and fish to forty-eight old men 
and forty-eight old women, forty-eight being 
ihe sovereign’s age. 

James II. was not the only podt-reformation 
sovereign of England to wash the feet of the 
poor on Maundy Thursday. Queen Elizabe‘h, 
despite all ner aversion to everything pertain- 
ing to the Catholic church, retained thiecere- 
mony and lo on record as having washed the 
feet of twelve women on Maundy Thureday 
in March, 1572, after the feet In question had 

‘been duly scrubbed, first by laundresses and 
then by the lord high almoner. 
In fact, Queen Bess’ washing was restrict- 
ed to pouring a drop of scented water on their 
feet, wnoich she thereupon touched with @ 
napkin, crossed and kissed, 


— 

Nowadays the washing of feet has been 
done away with completely in England, and 
the ceremony today wil) be restricted to the 
distribution of the royal Maundy dole in 
Westminster abbey. 

The aged recipients, carefully selected. 
correspond in number in the case of each 
ten with the age of King George, that is to 
say, 4, and reer aa ane Hee wR Op 
dressed in black. 

When the doors of the abbey are opt ned 
they will be conducted to their place by the 
vergers and will al the lowest row of seats 
in ihe choir, forming two columns, reaching

who is dean of Westmingier abbey, and the 
canons of the chapter thereof. Yeomen of 
the Guard, some sixty in number, in their 
Tudor costumes and armed with haiberds, 
form a line on either side of the choir.

The office for the royal maundy tf then 
intoned by the dean of Westminster, and at 
the conclusion of the first anthem the Grst 
distribution takes place. 

The two Yeomen of the Guard lift the brass 
platter from the table and march to the head 
of the line of women. They are followed by 
the lord high almoner, the subalmoner, and 
thoir secretaries, and, passing along the line, 
the dolcs of money, representing about $20 
in newly minted silver, are handed by the 
lord high almoner to each of the recipients 
in tura in antique red and white kid purses, 
embroidered with the royal crown. 

A third anthem is surg, and then there is 
@ secund distribution, this time to the men, 
who each receive their purse with the $20

, Mme. Koelling Heard in 
an. Attractive Rag

PROGRAM that had worth and novelty 
to commend it to the attention and in- 
terest of the discriminating music lover 
was the unusual offering of Mme. Hel- 
ene Koelling of New York; unusual be- 

cause Mme. Koelling happens to belong to 
the vocal persuasion technically known as 
coloratura soprano, and it is rare that the 
singer possessing a voice of this type concerns 
herself with the study of worthy music. Mme. 
Koelling’s only concession to the traditions of 
her vocal clan was represented on this pro- 
gram by the familiar aria from “Lakme.” 
Even this superficial number was sung daintily 
rather than with the usual display of vocal 
agility. 

As a single concession to the sensationalism 
expected the singer tossed in a clear, bell- 
like high F sharp as the climax of one of 
the many cadenzas. At this moment it is 
necessary to explain that Mme. Tetrazzini’s 
highest tone is a whole degree of the scale 
lower, wherefore it becomes evident that Mme. 
Koelling, by rights, should be a far more fa- 
mous singer than she is. For is not the high 
tone valued above all other musical consid- 
erations by the public that most generously 
patronizes vocal art?

It is feared that Mme. Koelling is spofling 
a career and making herself @ great deal of 
hard and useless work. For with this F sharp 
in altissimo and her surprising command of 
vocal pyrotechnics there really is no occasion 
for her to concern herself with the difficulties 
of serious German Lied. In this recital she 
made her listeners acquainted with two songs 
by Hans Huber, “Auf die Nacht” and “Der 
Tag wird Kalt,” that hold great promise for 
the future of Swiss music; she discovered to 
us a quaint song by Erich Wolff, entitled “ Das 
mitleidige Mädel,“ and an impertinently clever 
bit of superficial melody by a new composer, 
Riehard Trunk. Even her selections from the 
established composers were unusual. A for- 
gotten song by Schubert, “An doe Nachtigall,” 
Dvorak's Am Bach,” and Tschaikowsky’s 
“Inmitten des Balles filled out the group be- 
tween “ Mainacht” of Brahms and Schumann's 
Auftrage.“ Like most Americans, however, 
Mme. Koelling is unacquainted with the 
worthy songs that her countrymen have writ- 
ten, Judging by the English group which con- 
cluded the program. 


—— 

There is reason to believe that Mme. Koel- 
ling Was somewhat nervous at the beginning 
of the recital, for the Paradies, Mozart and 
Faccio arias and the Huber songs were not 
models of those phases of vocal technic that 
are concerned with tone production. But this 
tonal unsteadiness passed, and it was observed 
that Mme. Koelling has a command of those 
dificult interpretative means that are con- 
cerned with qualitative variety of tone as well 
as with the values of diction and enunciation. 
The Schumann song was made altogether 
charming. There was real pathos and a touch 
of humor, too, in the Tschaikowsky number, 
and the severe demands of Schubert’s ex- 
quisite simplicity were met certainly and with 
authority. 

The recital was well attended and the singer 
was cordially received.

WO exhibitions will open with a reception 

tonight at the Art institute—toe annual 

exhibition of the Architectural league and 

a special exhibition of paintings by urs. 
Anna L. Stacey. 

In the architectural show the most impor- 
tant exhibit, at least for Chicago, 1s Henry 
Bacon’s model of a monument which it is pro- 
posed to erect in Logan Square to commemorate 
the one hundredth anniversary of the admis- 
sion of Illinois to the union. This is a shaft 
mounted on a sedestal decorated with bas-re- 
liefs, the shaft surmounted by an eagie poised 
for flight. 

The design is a disappointing compromise be- 
tween classic prepossessions and an effort to 
be original. The shaft rises out of a series 
of enormous acajthus leaves, quite out of scale, 
with ears of cor. sheltered between them, thus 
uniting Greece and Illinois in a decorative 
motive more suggestive of a candjestick than 
an architectural column. Mr. Bacon is the 
designer of the correctly classic Lincoln 
monument for Washington.

Frank Lloyd Wright is to have a room at 
the exhibition, which, save for one interesting 
model of a skyscraper project for San Fran- 
cisco, was empty at the press view. 

Aside from this the exhibition is less )m- 
portant than usual, as well as smalier. A group 
of apartment buildings and hospitals by Richard 
E. Schmidt, the new architect of the county 
hospital, is an assurance of good public work 
from him. 

The design for Trinity tower, New York, by 
Howells & Stokes, shows again a skiliful use 
of gothic motives in skyscraper architecture. 
The Ford Motor company factory, by Albert 
Kahn of Detroit, is an excellent design in the 
new school, also some buildings: by George C. 
Nimmons, and one or two by George C. Mayer. 
The best bit of scholastic design is the Vassar 
Assembly hall, by McKim, Meade & White. 

There are a few decorative paintings of which 
the most interesting is The Huntress,” a cat 
devouring a peacock against a gold background, 
by Claggett Wilson.

If they are sep- 
arated and cooked in an omelet or in scrambled 
eggs the moisture may be preserved, and be 
delicious if the eggs are only cooked to a 
creamy consistency.

In the introduction mentioned, it says that

artichoke and asserts that because of its 
diuretic virtues it heals divers maladies.

BOILED ARTICHOKES—To parboil or whol- 
ly boil artichokes is a way of preparing them 
for many dishes in which they receive further 
treatment with sauces, stuffings, etc. But a 
favorite way of eating them is plain boiled 
with a Hollandaise sauce with a little extra 
lemon juice. For those who have not eaten 
them this way it may be well to add that the 
leaves are broken off the boiled cone with the 
fingers, and the lower part of each one dipped 
in the sauce, the soft part dragged off with 
the teeth, and the rest of the leaf laid to one 
side on the plate. 

TO BOIL ARTICHOKES—Cut off the upper 
third of the cone or perhaps a little less, trim 


all around, and wash in aciduleted water: 


string them, and plunge into lNghtly salted 
bofling water and cook quickly. The time de- 
pends upon the size, but ten minutes is needed 
for parboiling. They may be parboiled in acid- 
wlated instead of salted water. Take off from 
string and stand head down to drain. Cold 
boiled artichokes are served with French dress- 
ing, more or less highly seasoned.

That 
is something players and managers have been 
looking for since the thing was discovered, 
but up to date no effective substitute has 
been found for the saliva which was used to 
produce the new style in delivery. 


Pitchers Try Several Products. 

_ Spitball pitchers have tried using vase- 
line on the ball, only to learn it would not 
‘work right. They have tried other by- 
products of crude oil of the same nature 
without success. They have thought of 
grease of every kind and different kinds of 
ointment, whether grown in the stockyards 
or the perfume shops, and the result always 
has been the same. They have reverted to 
the output of their salivary glands helped 
out by gum or slippery elm. 

Two compelling reasons have prompted 
this search for a new way to hurl the spit- 
ball. Chief of them is the desire to con- 
ceal from the batsman the nature of the 
ball that is to be pitched. Now there is no 
other way to do except to make a bluff to 
put saliva on the ball each time and let 
the batsman guess which time it is applied. 


Reason an Esthetic One. 
If some other substance could be found to 
produce the same break it could be applied 


more secretly, don’t you see? The other reason 
is an esthetic one. Baseball promoters long have 
realized that the spectacle of a pitcher spitting 
on the sphere has not been edifying to large 
portions of the crowds, but they saw no way 
to avoid it without putting a lot of good pitchers 
out of the business. 

Here comes Hylo Jasper with plain, ordinary 
soap as the remedy. Lots of people had thought 
of soap, but discarded the thought because it war 
too common a remedy, and they could not see how 
soap would work if other combinations of the 
same elements failed. But Jasper declares soap 
will produce the same result as saliva, and says 
he knows because he has tried it. 

When Jasper was learning to pitch he used to 
have a cake of soap and a sponge on the ground 
beside him. He would dampen his fingers on the 
sponge and then rub them on the soap and pitch 
a spit ball. He had to, pitch against the fence 
with his brother as bateman, because there weren't 
many ballplayers in his set of kids. . 

Jasper Gives Up Soap. 

The only reason Jasper did not stick to the 
sponge and soap when he joined the professional 
spitball pitchers, he declares. ‘was because he 
could not figure. out any way to hitch the sponge 
and cake of soap to his baseball. uniform, and it 
would require too much time to stoop over to the 
ground and anoint his fingers before every ball 
delivered.

Two streams of sunlight could be seen 
yesterday breaking through the bank of 
gloom which settled down on the city hall 
and the county building following the rid- 
dling of the little hallot.’’ 

They came from the vitalized appropria- 
tions of $470,000 for health department build- 
linge and $350,000 for bathing beach purposes 
threugh the voters’ approval of bond issues 
of those amounts. 

Ald, Henry D. Capitain, who is known as 
the father of the Clarendon avenue munic- 
ipal bathing beach, spent a busy day trying 
to start something toward the immediate 
construction of the $150,000 building to be 
built on the shore property north of Mont- 


year. 


Wants Building Started at Once. 

“IT am told there is some question whether 
or not the building can be completed this 
season, he said, but I do not intend to 
drop the matter, even temporarily, on that 
accoumt. The sooner we get started the 
sooner we'll have the work done, and it 
might just as well be started now, in the 
hope that we can get some ute for it this 
summer or fall. 

„This is to be a $150,000 building, and, of 
course, a structure of that sort takes time, 
but City Architect Kallal tells me that this 
would be a good time to start operations, as 
pbuilding is a little slack now. He also says 
the work can go on without interfering with 
the use of the beach itself by bathers. Chair- 
man Beilfuss of the special park commis- 
sion will sign a letter to Commissioner Mc- 
Gann tomorrow requesting him to instruct 
Mr. Kallal to begin the preparation of de- 
tailed architectural plane. This work will 
take about three weeks, and then bids will 
de advertised for.

The other $200,000 of the bathing beach 
bond issue is for the purpose of enlarging 
the city’s Rocky Ledge beach, immediately 
north of Seventy-ninth street. The extent of 
the ground to be purchased hae not been de- 
termined, and Ald. Beilfuss will take up thie 
subject with Corporation Coungel Sexton. 
Mr. Sexton probably will place it in the 
hands of Philip J. McKenna, attorney for 
the board of local improvements, who han- 
dled the Clarendon, beach transactions.

DRAKE FORCES CHARGE FRAUD 


Seven aldermanic candidates elected on 
Tuesday owe their success to women voters. 
An analysis of the unofficial returns dis- 
closed this fact yesterday. There is a possi- 
bility the official figures may change at 
least one result. Half a dozen contests are 
threatened in wards where the margin was 
slight. Those returned winners by the wom- 
en are: 


John N. Kimball, Ind., Seventh ward. 

Frank H. Ray, Rep., Thirteenth ward. 

Ald, Albert W. Betlfuss, Rep., Fifteenth 
ward, 

Huge Krause, Prog, Twenty-first ward. 

Oliver I. Watsen, Ind. Twenty-sev- 
enth ward. ' 

Malcolm J. Dempecy. Prog., Twenty- 
eighth ward. 

Bari C. Hales, Rep., Thirty-first ward. 

While Kimball won in the Seventh by 1,037, 
had the women not voted he would have lost 
to J. F. Stewart, Republican, on the men's 
vote by 484. Ray's plurality of 97 was made 
possible by the women who supported him. 
The men's vote gave Ald. Frank McDonald, 
Democrat, a lead of 584. 4 


Women d Beilfues Back. 

The women indifated their approval of 
Ald. Beiitui ny canipéign for additional 
small parks and playgrounds by giving him 
a plurality of 182. The men’s figures alone 
favored E. J. Kaindl. Democrat, by 122. 

Krause would have succumbed to the 
O’Malley Democratic machine in the Twen- 
ty-first ward except for the women of 
Lake Shore drive and other sections of the 
statesmen’s bailiwick. He won with a plu- 
rality of 306. O'Malley’s candidate, W. F. 
Schofield, had a lead of 458 with the men. 

The women also enabled Dempsey to smash 
the Sullivan-H-H combination in the Twen- 
ty-eighth ward. His unofficial margin was 
only 69, while had he relied solely on the men 
he would have lost to T. H. Donoghue, Demo- 
erat, by 44 votes. 

The strong Republican women's organiza- 
tion in the Thirty-firat ward, which former 
Gov. Deneen is credited with having initi- 
ated, was responsible for the lead given 
the Deneen candidate, Bari C. Hales, in the 
police returns. Hales is said to have won by 
a vlurality of only 17 votes. The men gave 
Ald. H. Y. Bergen, Democrai, a margin of 403 


Bergen’s Friends Claim Election, 

The official count will be necessary to de- 
termine definitely whether Hales or Bergen 
won. Friends of the latter claim the can- 
vass will cause a reversal in his favor. This 
Mr. Hales disputes.

Full Suffrage Next Step. 

Full suffrage is undoubtedly the next step 
for the women of Illjnois,"’ said Mrs. Joseph 
T. Bowen, president of the Chicago Equal 
Suffrage association. ‘' We can have no hope 
of getting it until a constitutional conven- 
tion is called, and the women may help ma- 
terially in creating the sentiment for such 
a convention by talking and agitating it. In 
Chicago the women should perfect their or- 
ganization and wait for the next election. 
Then we shall be able to do even better work 
and gain more perceptible results than we did 
in this our first campaign.” 

Misa Mary McDowell said: “ If we are to 
get rid of corrupt and party politica in our 
city and the women are to get the full fran- 
chise, the next thing to do is to agitate for 
a constitutional convention.” 

Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadwell, president 
of the Chicago Political Equality league. 
said: 1 am in favor of having a.consti- 
tutional convention called and the best means 
the women can take to convince the men 
tutional convention called.“ 


In Politics to Stay. 

Leaders of the two old parties expressed 
themselves as convinced that the women 
not only are in politics to stay but also are 
to have a potent influence in elections. This 
was a lesson the politicians drew from the 
balloting on Tuesday.

The construction of a real subway and « 
merger of the surface and elevated trans- 
portation lines will be taken up as soon as 
the new council convenes on April 27. Some 
of the leaders desire this program inaugu- 
rated at once. Ald. present the 
resolution for the merger and Ald.

The heads of both transportation syetems 
are willing to resume negotiations. The al- 
dermen are in the same attitude. The surface 
roads want at least part use of subways if 
they are constructed, and the elevated roads 
are not anxious to be barred out. The alder 
mer want better transportation. 


Mayor Holds Key to Situation. 

Mayor Harrison, however, holds the key to 
the situation. The terms to be agreed upon 
must be satisfactory to him. When nego- 
tiations for the merger were broken off, he 
was given the credit for | scking the deal. 
The council committee and the roads dis- 
agreed upon the valuation to be placed upon 
the L roads. One of the appraisers is 
reported to have said that they were told to 
make the valuation low. : 

It is highly probable the local transporta- 
tion committee will consider the merger pro- 
posals before tackling the subway question, 
That will involve, almost immediately, the 
valuation of the elevated roads. 

All parties concerned must agree on the 
amount. If it is too low the companies will 
not accept it. If it is too high the roads 
cannot earn interest on fixed charges, a fair 
dividend, and give good service, and the al- 
dermen cannot afford to accept it. That prob- 
ably will be the first important issue to be 
solved. 


Busby Comments on Situation. 
Leonard A. Busby, president of the Chicago 
surface lines, commented on the situation 


‘| stated several months ago that there are 
three steps involved in the solution of our 
transportation problem,“ he said. “ Firat 
is the unification of the surface lines, second 
the construction of the initial subways for 
the relief of congestion in the downtown dis 
trict, and third, the unified operation of the 
surface and elevated lines. My opinion is not 
only unchanged but strengthened by yester- 
day's vote. 

Mr. Busby said the firat step has been taken 
and the other two steps should be taken at 
the same time. He added that the surface 
lines are ready to take up negotiations when- 
ever the city desires. 


Earnings of Surface Lines. 

The surface lines at present are earning 
about 7 per cent. The annual report of the 
Chicago Railways company. made yesterday. 
gives the divisible net earnings as $3,374,331. 
Of this amount, 81.888.892 is the city's share, 
us against $].413,404 for the preceding year. 

The city's accountants have reckoned that 
the city’s share of the Chicago City Rallways 
company will be $1,146565, which is $30,000 
more than for the preceding year. The sur- 
face lines pay larger dividends than the ele- 
vated roads. They desire to maintain their 
dividend rate in case of a merger. 

Samuel Insull, head of the L roads, in- 
dicated he is desirous of increasing the in- 
come of those properties. The delivery of 129 
new cars, coating about §$1.250,000, will be 
started within a month and completed by 
August. 


Insull Talks of L“ 

In all probability a duplicate order will 
be given before midsummer,” said Mr. In- 
sull. “If business warrants it, more cars 
will be obtained later. While the through 
routing has relieved congestion downtown, 
it is evident that eventually we will get back 
to the same congestion. 

am still of the opinion that the true so- 
lution of the whole proposition is the plan 
submitted to the mayor and the city council 
two years ago, which provided for a merger 
of the elevated and surface lines, the han- 
dling of the through traffic on the elevated 
lines, and the local service on the surface 
lines.

CITY RECEIVES $1,855,882. 


Profits Not Distributed Because 
of Payment of Back 
Dividends. 


Gross earnings and net income of the Chi- 
eago Railways company for the fiscal year 
ended Jan. 31, 1914, were the largest ever 
shown by the company. The gross was 
an Increase over the previous 
year of $1,507,088, or 88 per cent. The net 
Was $3,874,331, an increase of $804,505, or 
31.3 per cent. 

The city of Chicago's share of the net 
earnings. Was $1,855,882, compared with 
$1,418,404 the previous year. The company's 
share of the net earnings was $1,518,440, 
ageinst $1,156,421 the previous year. 

After payment of all interest charges out 
ef its share of the profits, the net earnings 
applicable to the certificates of the Chicago 
Railways company were an amount equal 
to 5% per cent on Series 2 certificates after 
deducting a sum sufficient to pay 8 per cent 
on Series 1. Such a disposition of these 
profite was not made because of the payment 
of back dividends, but should the earnings 
be as good this year as last, the profits ap- 
Plicable to Series 2 will be as indicated, for 
the company has cleaned up all charges in 
arrears and will begin now with a clean 
slate #o far as interest and Series 1 dividends 
ere concerned. 

The annual report was issued yesterday 
and covers both the partnership, or joint 
account with the city, and the income state- 
ment, or nonpartnership account covering 
the receipt and distribution of profite-ap- 
plicable to the company’s own purposes.

New York, April 8.—[Special.)—Judge 
Charies M. Hough of the United States Dis- 
trict court decided today to cut through the 
maze of cross purposes, legal entanglements, 
and false hopes centering about the depos 
itora in the defunct bank of Henry Siegel 
& Co. and to give immediate relief to those 
who lose their savings when the crash came 
last December. 

By an order which he signed late this aft- 
ernoon he directed the receivers to pay back 
to depositors immediately such funds as he 
now finds available. 

In doing so he paid his respects to those 
who have been counseling delay with the 
apparent hope that further entanglements 
would fatten their fees and by the same token 
reduce the payments which the depositors 


would eventually get. 


He was moved to this by the assertions of 
disinterested observers and lawyers who are 
acting for poor depositors without prospect 
of payment and by the fact that many de- 
positors are selling their bank books to get 
money for their urgent needs. He denounced 
those who have been holding out false hopes 
to the depositors, 


Siegel and Vogel Plead. 

While these proceedings were going for- 
ward in the federal court Siegel and Frank 
E. Vogel were pleading to the indictments 
returned against them on Tuesday by the 
grand jury. The delay in their appearance 
before Judge Mulqueen provoked him to 
direct the issue of bench warrants, and a 
further delay in obtaining indemnity for 
their bail bonds raised before them the pros- 
pect of spending a night inthe Tombs. Both 
were finally bailed in the sum of $25,000 
each. 

Joseph M. Proskauer, counsel for Henry 
«Melville, receiver for Henry Siegel & Co., 
bankers, appeared before Judge Hough for 
instructions as to the disposal of $855,000 
now in his hands and of $100,000 which the 
state authorities probably will turn over to 
him in a few days, this amount being the 
forfeit of the bonding company which guar- 
anteed the Siegel bank. 

Judge Hough ordered that $302,000 be dis- 
tributed immediately at the rate of 11% per 
cent of the amount of each claim.

Springfield, III., April 8.—The depleted con- 
dition of the state treasury wag relieved to 
some extent téday when $50,000 was received 
as the first of the 1913 taxes.

“It now seems likely that wages will be 
reduced at iron and steel works if conditions 
as to prices and demand continue as unsatig. 
factory as in recent weeks. Reductions al- 
ready have come in fact at the plants of some 
of the smaller companies. 

“Common labor, which for nearly twe 
years has been receiving $2.00 a day at many 
steel mills, now is paid $1.75 and in some cases: 
as low as $1.50. The probability of early 
action on all wage schedules at the larger 
steel] works was indicated by a conference 
on the subject held at Pittsburgh on Tuesday 
and attended by the presidents of five inde 
pendent steel companies. 

An impressive scale of steel works opera- 
tions in March was indicated by the pig tron 
output of that month, but April already has 
brought some slacking off in steel production 
and as the month advances pig iron output 


promises to be less, two furnaces having gone 


out since April 7.
